CAUGHT IN A CURVE. 


A Telescoped Passenger Train—The 
Killed and Woundéd. 
By Teiegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New YorK, September 3.—A passenger 
train left Far Rockaway last night, and an- 
other left Long Beach at precisely the same 
time—7 :30 o’clock. Long Beach is further 
East, but the road from Far Rockaway is 
more roundabout, and the result was that 
when both trains got onthe main line the 
Long Beach train was not many minutes be- 
hind the other. Some passengers on the Far 
Rockaway train, itis said, refused to pay 
their fare, and the conductor halted just 
around the curve at Springfield Station, 
about three miles south and east of Jamaica, 
to put them off. There was considerable de- 
lay, and the conductor of the Rockaway 


train, George S. Johnson, says thata brake- 
man was sent back to flag the Long Beach 
train. At all events before the ‘Far Rock- 
away train was under way, the 
Long Beach train was heard thundering 
around the curve, and in a second it dashed 
into the forward train and wrecked the last 
two cars. The Rockaway train was due at 
Springtield three minutes before the Long 
Beach train, and the conductor of the first 
train knew when he stopped. that the second 
train must be close on to him. ‘The rear car 
of the first train, a baggage-car and smoker, 
were crushed, and the Jatter partly tele- 
scoped the carin front. Jobn Hart, aged 27, 
of 924 Third avenue, wasin this front car, 
near the rear door. He was instantly killed; 
andtwo unknown men near him were 
also. killed. Stories differ as to 
the number of persons injured. 
The train dispatcher says that only two 
were hurt, while the passengers say shat 
fully eleven were more or less injured. 
wrecking train was sent out from Long Is- 
land City at 8:15 with Dr. Genler, the com- 
pany’s surgeon. There were seven cars on 
the first trainand six carson the second. 
All of the passengers were arenes 
shaken up. 1e dispatcher also says that 
Springfield is aregular stop for the first 
train, and that no accident liad ever occurred 
there before because of the shortness of the 
time between the trains. Thereis a sharp 
curve at Springfield with an obstructed 
view, andthe engineer of the second train 
could not have seen more than seventy-five 
feet aheadof him. The brakeman did not 
have time to get back far enough, but the 
second train slowed up a tittle. ‘The re- 
mainder of the Rockaway train brought the 
assengers of both trains to Long Island 
City at 9:30. The passengers who were only 
wounded and ableto walk went to their

the following note: 

“DEAR FATHER AND MoOTHER—I am going 
away to leave you. I huve got myselfa sper 
home, and when I am 18 years old I will return 
home and see you. Dear father and mother, the 
people Lum going with are homely and religious 
egan and tiey will make me do what is right. 

ou need not trouble about me, as I will follow 
your rules as long as I live, with your love, Kinda- 
hess aud respect to guide me. I shall never for- 
get my father, mother, brothers and sisters, and 
return my thanks for what you have done for me. 
I forgotto say that learuing music and studying 
hurts iny head. Kisses to all, 

“RERTHA SMITH.” 

This letter indicates that Miss Smith’s ac- 
tion is merely agirlish freak, and the ac- 
count of her conduct previous to her disap- 
pearance, as related by her father, goes to 
confirm that idea. Her father is Mr. T. H. 
Smith, a well-knéwn piano salesman, en- 
gaged with Read & Thompson, and formerly 
a‘church organist of some note. He said, 
when asked about the matter this morning, 
that Bertha’s action was no doubt that of a 
girl whose head had been turned by a little 
glimpse of a honeymoon. Sune had an inti- 
inate acquaintance with a newly-married 
conple, the bride and she being 
about the same age and experience. Bertha 
is not 15 yet, but she is tali, plump and ex- 
ceedingly matured for one of her age, so 
inuch so that she would pass fora girl of 18. 
Her married triend in the exuberance of the 
joy attendant upon her new state, having 
plenty of money and little to do, made a com- 
panion almost of Bertha, and Bertha of 
course became dazzied with the splendor of 
new dresses, jewelry and the many things 
the bride purchased on her shopping tour; 
so much so that her talk at home con- 
sisted of little’ but exclamations 
over the good fortune of her friend 
and enthusiastically expressed wishes that 
she could be married as nicely, and have as 
rich and as generous a husband as her friend. 
Mr. Smith is an Euglishman, and rears his 
family in the strict, safe way. Bertha, like 
other members of the family, had her alloted 
work, to the doing of which she frequently 
objected. Her father made her study music 
closely, but never succeeaed in making her 
practice on the piano while he was away. 
She is said to be a fair performer, and on 
several occasions has asked permission 
to give lessons to beginners, but 
Mr. Smith discountenanced this idea. 
There appears to be no reaso@ for her de- 
parture from home except her own wiliful- 
ness, or rather foolishness. She gave no 
hint and made no threat; and while her 
mother and sister were engaged in the per- 
formance of some househ ld duties Saturday 
about 5 o’clock p. m., she slipped down siairs 
with a bundle, and, meeting her little sister, 
gave the foregoing note to her, instructing 
er togive it to her father when he re- 
turned from his business. Some one in the 
house saw her go out on the s.dewalk, but 
very little notic+ was taken of her until the 
littie sister toid Mrs. Smith that Bertha 
had jeft a note for her father.

She did not take her jewelry 
because it was in her mother’s jewel box and 
its abstraction would be immediately no- 
ticed. ‘That she took the flowers, and other 
little articles was evidence to Mr. Smith 
that what she had written was true: that 
she had some place near at hand where she 
could put her property down and in travel- 
ing to which she wouid not bdecuine fatigued.

A Post-DisPrATCH reporter called on the 
mother of the missing Mary Churenhill this 
morning. She looked very cheerful, which 
is accounted for by the removal from her 
mind of ail suspicions of suicide or foul play. 
“My theory is,” said, she “that Mary has 
gone East with the purpose of going on tie 
stage. She has probably met with some one 
who is traning her fur an appearance on the 
stage, and she fears tv write home.

name.” Mrs. Churehill said she looked for 
some information soon in answer to the of- 
fer of $100 reward for the recovery of the 
girl.

that Mary is supposed to have been taken 
awavin. This theory was given great prom- 
inence by the mornin papers, 
notwithstanding the act that 
Miss Churchill and the principal had no ac- 
quaintance “outside of the schovl-room; that 
Miss Churchill was when Caidwell was Kere 
only a little girl, and that the Churchili 
family never heard Mary allude to hin.

A Secret Meeting of the Council at 
Druids’ Hall To-Day. 


— 


The Six and Seven Trying to Fx Up g Com- 
promise~Some Interesting Revelations by 
One Member of that Body—The Names 
Already Agreed Upon. 


ee 


The City Council held a meeting this aft- 
ernoon that did not take place in the City 
Hall. Circulars were received early this 
morning by. members of that august 
but stubborn body, calling a meeting at 
Druid’s Hall, Ninth and Market streets. The 
circulars were signed, itis said, by Measrs. 
Wm. H. Stone aud Geo. W. Parker, 
and it was understood that the meeting 


was for the- purpose of endeavering 
to fix up the differences existing between the 
Council and the Mayor in reference to the 
latter’s state. A Post-DISPATCH reporter 
got wind of the affair, and started ont in 
the forenoon to iook the matter up. At the 
City Hail everybody was dumb as_ the pro- 
verbial oyster. An officiai said Treasurer 
Merrell could g:vea barrel of information 
on the subject if he could be got to tatk, but 
Mr. Merreil was out paying salaries at the 
city institutions, and it was impossible to 
catch up with him. Commoedore Swith bad 
nething to sav. He shook his head, 
LOOKED CUTE OUT OF HIS EYES 

and wise iu his face, but said not a word. 
The Mayor had litthe time to spare for an 
interview. Just one minute’s audience 
was granted to reporters,in which His Honor 
said he knew nothing about any meeting and 
had nothing to do with calling it or cunfer- 
ring with it. 

**T pever heard of any proposed meeting of 
the Council,” said the Mayor, *‘and can’t say 
whether the reports are true or not. L have 
nothing to say to that body, and don’t care 
to receive any mote insults from them.”’ 

The reporter reached Druids’ Hall a little 
before 2 o’ciock. Couneilman Ziegenhein 
of the non-plussed six was there. Hie 
tried to dodge the reporter, and 
when corraled, declared that his only busi- 
ness in the place was to attend a meeting of 
Druids.

Whiie they were 
journeying towards the roof, W. H. Scudder 
poked his head over a_ back fence, 
carefully opened a gate, came siowly 
in through the yard, peeped=§ again 
at the saloon door ani tip-toeing aiong the 
sawdust to the counter, leant over like a 
man that was goingto ask fora drink on 
credit, aud whispered these words in the bar- 
keeper's ear: 

“Is there a meeting of the Druids here this 
afternoon ?’’ 

“No, sir,” the bar-keeper answered. “The 
Druids don’t meet until night, but there is a 
a of the council up staifs in room Nv.

ARABI INTERVIEWED. 


His Life in Ceylon--Resigned to His Cap- 
tivity and studying English. 
From L’Evenement of Paris.

Swedes and Vikings. 
From the London Times. 


Ai the last meeting of the Geographical 
Society of Stockhoim, the President, Dr. 
Muntelius, delivered an address on the ques- 
tion of the share which the Swedes had in 
ine Viking expeditions to Western Kurope. 
There had. been much controversy vn this 
subject, but Dr. Montelius thought the evi- 
deiice incontrovertible that the Swedes had 
participated in the Viking expeditions to the 
West, though they had taxen a larger share 
in the Eastern expeditions. Lhe tact that 
writers of the period in Western Europe oniy 
Pmentioned Norwegians and Danes was noth- 
ing, as these names embraced ail Scandinav- 
ians in the same manner as the Easterns of 
our day called all Eurepeans Franks. Bui 
two writers of the times—Einhard and 
Helmoid—distinctly spoke of the Swedes 
as being ivcluded among the WNor- 
mans, There were aiso 3. several 
Kuuie stones which clearly stated that 
certain heroes had died ia Western maraud- 
ing expeditions. Some writers had spoken 
of the Swedes as merely auxiliaries of the 
Norwegians and Danes, but he (Dr. Moute- 
lius) did not think the term “auxiliary” 
could be appiied to a period when every one 
was hisown master. He admitted that the 
Swedes participated in the character oi aux- 
iiaries in Canute the Great's conquest of 
Britain, but this was loug after tiie Viking 
expeditions, whiie it was of quite a different 
eharacter. Besides, ou many Kunic stoues 
such inscriptions had been found as ‘‘He 
went to Britain,” “He died in Britain,” ete. 
But one of the most cuncitusive proofs of the 
Swedes’ participation in the expeditions of 
the Vikings tu the West he considered tv be 
the cireuuistance that great quantities of 
Anglo-Saxon coins aud sume Frankish had 
been found in Sweden. particuiariy of tie 
isiand of Gotiand—iu fact, these coins out- 
numbered ali those foundin Norway and 
Denmark together.

Yachting Across the ‘Laguna del Madre—A 
Lonely Mound on Padre Island,

Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

GaLveston, TEXAS, August 30.—Your 
correspondent, well aware of the fact that 
through the evil repute anything marvel- 
ous coming from Texas must necessarily be 
in, since that incorrigible liar, Joe Mujhat- 
ton, perpetrated his dreadful sell upon the 
world in the shape of a forty-acre meteor, 
and later, his wagon-load of petrified emi- 
grants calmly snoozing beneath the umbra- 
geous foliage of a lightning-riven trae some- 
wherein Liano County, Texas, it is with 
many misgivings that he sets out to detail the 
facts concerning a very important and in- 
teresting discovery Which he recently made 
while on a flying visit to Corpus 
Christi, Texas, in Gompany with several 
} well-known gentlemen of Galveston and 
other parts of the State, who had aill 
gone down to gather cocoanuts upon the 


beach of Padre Island, Just outside of the 
harbor of Corpus Christi. And here is seen 
at once a grin of ineredulity illuminating the 
face of the reader. Cocoanuts in Texas! 
Yes, a veritable fact, but nut from the trees 
upon which they grew. Toexplain, cocva- 
nuts grow in great abundance in the Spanish 
Honduras, lying over 1,000 miles distant in a 
southeasterly direction from Corpus Christi, 
and as they ripen and fall into the water, 
they are driven across ali that vast expanse 
aud piled up along the Mexican and Texan 
coasts in ineredibie quantities, and, strange 
to say, are in perfect condition after their 
long aquatic voyage. 

We arrived at Aransas Pass and were 
transferred, per lighter to Corpus Christi, 
where the gailant Col. Plato,collector of cus- 
toms for the Port ef Corpus Christi, kindly 
placed his yacht at our disposal while on 
our tour of investigation and cocoanut nut- 
ting. -Let the reader take a good map of 
the United States and see the exact position 
of Padre Island, ana he will more 
readily follow the writer and 
with a better ae aiso, about the 
remarkable discovery "which followed as an 
incident merely to the original object of the 
expedition, but which caused the party ww 
forget ail else, as the sequel will show. 

The brave little cutter carried our merry 
“party swiftiy across the Laguna de! Madre, 
or bay of Corpus Christi, and soon we found 
ourseives outside in the Guif of Mex- 
ico, steering south te where our Mexican 
guide informed us the huts were 
mest plentiful, Alter a delight- 
fu! sail of some fifty miles, just skirting the 
magnificent beach, our guide gave us tiie 
word to stop, whea we cast anchor and were 
soon ashore, where, sure euougl, we saw co- 
coanuts enough piled up to a depth, as they 
were, of several feet, and as far as the eye 
eould reach in both a north and south di- 
rection, only the dali brown color of the nut 
being visible, to supply the entire State of 
Texas for a year. The nuts were in excel- 
lent condition, having ppeerentty but re- 
cently arrived, and upon breaking some open 
the milk was found to be fresh and sweet. 
Some enterprising individual wili yet make 
a fortune out of tuis annual barvest of co- 
coanuuts. At present only a few are cather- 
ed by Mexicaus, and afew by Americans who 
live aGjaceit. 

Having enjoyed the novel entertainment of 
gathering a foreiga fruit so easily obtained, 
and having sent un Doard the yacht as many 
as we cared to exhibit to our skepticai 
friends in Galveston, our party dispersed for 
the purpose of exploring the island lo some 
extent before reéturbing. Lhe writer soon 
found himself alone and. maxing for some 
rising ground about half 4 mile distant, hop- 
ing to get a good view of the entire bay and 
the city of Corpus Christi. In due time 
the objective point Was reached, which, after 
all, proved to be but~-an insignificant eleva- 
tion and of but jimited extent, perhaps 200 
yards in circumference at the base and slop- 
ing very sharply towards the top, its heigit 
being no more than about filty feet above the 
surrounding land. Having reached the sum- 
mit, and the coveted though tuwperfect view 
having been obtained, a short rest was in- 
duigedin. It was then, while abstractedly 
viewing the ground which served asa seat, 
that it became eviaeot that the forma- 
tionof the soil was very different from 
that passed over a snort time ago. 
While the island is littie better than a 
sand bar, this had the appearance of being 
more suvlid and was thickiy interspersed with 
stones of various sizes. Some decaying wood 
also served to confirm the idea. interest 
being now aroused, it became evident upon 
arising and walking about that the ground 
beneath was hollow, as it gave forth a very 
distinct sound wher vigvrously stamped 
upon. A pistel snot soon brought to the 
spot the rest of the party, wiio ali became 
deepiy interested alter an explanation and 
examination had been made. We sent to the 
yacht for an axe and a shovel, and white 
awaiting their coming spent the time in 
further examinations, which firmly satisfied 
all thatthe mound was not a work of nature, 
but coustructed by homan hands. By 
whose? For what purpose? When? Ques- 
tions that none could answer. ihe enthu- 
siast of the party was fdliy satisfied that it 
was the caciie of some ancient corsair, per- 
haps of Latitte or Kidd.

AMUSEMENTS. 
CHERUB AT LAST NIGHT’S OPENINGS. 

The Sunday law doesn’t seem to bother the the- 
atrical managers. Four places of amusement 
were running last night, and notwithstanding the 
oppressive warmth which filled each house with a 
steamy odor like that of alaundry, the attendance 
at the Olympic and People’s was large, and Pope’s 
alone was left to mourn over poor business. 

At the last named theater a new play was pre- 
sented—Joaquin Miller’s romantic Western drama 
entitied “fhe Silent Man.” : 

It was first produced at Paterson, N. J., last 
season, and received two or three representations 
which, it appears, were deemed sufficiently satis- 
factory {hn an artistic sense to warrant the organ- 
ization of a company for the road this season. 

The company organized here and gave their 
first performance last night. There 1s good material 


in the cast and also in the Play, which was well 
received by the audience that gathered to judge 
of the merits of both. 

Fatterned somewhat on “The Dan ites,” a claim 
upon the authorsbip of which McK ee Rankin has 
publicly made time and again, Joaquin Muler’s 

lay deals with the novel Western waif, brawny 

ero, braggart but kind-hearted comedy character 
and the requisite dose of villain, blood-thirsty 
conspirators aud picturesque scenery. 

The hero ts Jonn Logan, a morose sort of 
pioneer of the stout-thewed apd _fair- 
faced type, who 1s made to suffer a great deal 
in the first three acts, in order that he may the 
more advantageously receive the reward awaiting 
him at the close of the fourth and last. 

There is a family mystery about this man, close- 
ly woven into the thread of the story, and a kind 
of lucus-a-non-lucendo paradox in the speechless 
soubriquet Destowed on him, for it turns out that 
he has a great deal to say, and, it may be added, 
says it as well as any man accustomed from birth 
to the free use of his tongue. 

His character 1s pretty strongly delineated by 
the dramatist, and as strongly presenied by tne 
actor, Frank Evaus, who is the leading meinber 
of the company. + 

The story, too, unfoids itselfin an interesting 
way, and excepting the strained talkiness 

f a few of the scenés, the play offers no 
ground for serious objection. It might be 
said, however, that there isa wearisome effort at 
comedy throughout the drama, aud that the bur- 
densome monotony of Mr. Miller’s fun 1s consid- 
erabiy aggravated by the unhealthiness of the 
sentimentality that pervades one or two ICi- 
dents. 

The opportunity for scenic display is accepted 
and each of the stage pictures is full of highly 
wrought effects, calculated to inspire an audience 
with a fuvorable and friendly feeling for the 


work. 

Altogether, I have no hesitation in saying “The 
Silent Man,” after undergoing the trimming and 
pruning that repetition will effect, will become 

pular, and possibly may achieve equal success 
with **The Danites.” : 

As I have said before, Mr. Evans plays the hero 
in a powerful manner and is weil supported by 
Frank Mordauat, Libbie Noxon and oibers of the 
company.

Enthusiastic Meeting This Morning—A Re- 
duction of Wages, 

The determined harness-makers of the city who 
met in Turners’ Halli, at 10 o’clock this morning, 
aud discussed their current grievances, are cling- 
ing in a matter-of-fact way to their resolution to 
remain out until the pay is raised. About 110 were 
present, After a formal Opening of the meeting 
by the chairman, the reports of committee were 
given.
